DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 54, 56, 61, 63, 65, 67-69, 72, 73, 77, 78, 81, 82, 86, 88, 89, 91-93 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 6,691,780 to Nguyen et al 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
The wellbore fluid is met by the flowback fluid, which comprises effective amount of 
reflective amount of proppant material having reflective tagging agents, such as 
phosphorescent, fluorescent, or photo luminescent material, which will glow in the dark. 
It is anticipated that such reflective particles are visually detectable upon exiting the 
wellbore (co. 3, line 47-col. 4, line 8). The recited "reflective particles are used in 
combination with light having a wavelength effective to enhance the reflectivity of the 
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particle" is anticipated by the fact that the phosphorescent, fluorescent, or photo 
luminescent material are known to emit visible light having specific wave length which is 
readily detectable by suitable detecting means (col. 2, lines 55+). The specific of the 
particle size is anticipated by the fact that the proppant particle sizes are usually 
blended according to a predetermined size distribution, a size of 1mm diameter is well 
within common practice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 55, 57-60, 62, 64, 66, 70, 71, 74-76, 79, 80, 83-85, 87, 90, 94-97 are . 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claims 1-53 are allowed.
